OSLO, Norway, Feb. 20.—The chief editor of the Nor- 
Wegian newspaper Tidens Tegn today reported from 
Stockholm that military leaders in Sweden may force an 
issue on the demand for direct aid to Finland, causing a 
political crisis which may even lead to the abdication of 
King Gustaf. 

(Swedish reports from Stockholm indicated today 
King Gustaf’s declaration supporting the government's 
decision not to give Finland direct military aid had 
averted a political crisis. Opponents of the government's 
policy suspended activities, saying they couldn’t go 
against the king.) 

Although admitting the matter rests in conjecture, 
the newspaper’s dispatch said, “It may happen that Swed- 
ish military circles, the majority of which want interven- | 
tion in Finland, will press for a decision, a sort of coup 
d'etat, and that this will lead to the present king’s abdi- 
cation.” 

The newspaper said that in event of King Gustaf’s abdi- 
cation, the Swedish Crown Prince undoubtedly would assume 
the throne with a new cabinet.

NAZI VIOLATION 
NORWAY WATERS 


TO BE STOPPED 


PARIS, Feb. 20.—The French 
and British navies will take “all 
measures” to make sure that Nor- 
wegian waters are not used for 
belligerent purposes, a French gov- 
ernment spokesman stated tonight 

The spokesman said that a stop 
would have to be put to “acts of 
war” being carried on by the Ger- 
man navy in Norwegian waters. 

He maintained that the German 
navy was “abusing” Norwegian 
neutrality and has been using Nor- 
wegian waters as a base for oper- 
ations in the North Sea. 

The French spokesman charged 
that German merchant ships are 
using Norwegian waters to make 
their way to Germany, thus avoid- 
ing the French and British block- 
ade, (Notably the $20,000,000 Ger- 
man liner Bremen was believed to 
have steamed down the Norwegian 
coast to safety in Germany after | 
having lain for some time in Mur- 
mansk, Russian Arctic port.) 

“The French and British navies 
will take all measures to ensure the 
maintenance of peace in Norwegian 
waters,” he said declining to give 
details as to the measures planned.

The Grounded Bombers 


Transport of Russian oil from the 
Baku field to Germany by railway has ap- 
parently been given up as impracticable. 
The distance is much greater than from 
Turner Valley to Montreal, and Russia's 
railways are in a condition that caused 
Moscow to apply to Berlin for 250,000 
skilled men to put them in serviceable 
order, 

The oil is being sent overland from the 
Caspian Sea tc the Black, by tanker across 
the Black Sea to Rumania, and thence by 
rail to Germany over Russian-controlled 
but German-operated railways through 
Poland. The line of communication is a 
long one, involving costly transhipments, 
and liable to be broken if war ensues in 
the Balkans or Caucasia. 

This perhaps helps to explain why the 
Nazis have not launched the expected 
“waves” of air bombers on England and 
France, which policy daily grows less pro- 
mising of success. The Russian supplies 
reaching Germany cannot be large, and 
the agreed shipments from Rumania are 
probably little more than enough to keep 
the submarines going. 


The Stand-By 


Germany’s role in the Finnish butch- 
ery is being clarified. Nazi newspapers 
publish warnings to neutral nations to 
not give aid to Finland; because a Russian 
victory over the little country is certain, 
and they would only imperil their own 
existence if they helped the hard-pressed 
Finns, ‘ 

To make clear to them that this is not 
merely bystander prophecy, the neutrals 
are reminded again that Nazi U-boats lie 
in wait for any of their ships which may 
be assumed to be en route to an Allied 
port—for Finnish supplies or other cargo. 

The effect of this threat may be dis- 
counted by the demonstrated fact that it 
does not seem to matter where a neutral 
ship is headed for if a U-boat can get near 
enough to send a torpedo into it. But the 
meaning is plain, and the purpose. 

Germany is to play the role of asso- 
ciate bully, frightening Sweden and Nor- 
way into inaction while Russia crushes 
their neighbor country and avenges itself 
upon the heroic people. 

Finland has been a good neighbor and 
a good customer of Germany. It has 
bought a third of its imports from the 
Reich, and sold it supplies of needed tim- 
ber and other products in return. Stalin is 
engaged in destroying that German export 
market, and Hitler has to play burglar’s 
assistant while he does it. 

German manufacturers, exporters and 
importers, must be asking themselves 
what loss and humiliation Moscow will im- 
pose on Germany next, 


Something Had to Be Done 


Edmonton's city council—and the Cal- 
gary council also—was given power by the 
legislature to set a maximum rate of 
speed beyond which vehicles may not be 
lawfully driven on the city streets. The 
power having been asked for, it is to be 
supposed the intention is to actually set 
such limit or limits, applying to the streets 
in general or to specified zones. 

This will be something new for Ed- 
monton motorists. And perhaps also 
something new for lawyers to argue about 
and courts to consider. Heretofore when 
a maximum speed limit was suggested 
the proposal was opposed on the ground 
that the motorist might think, and claim, 
that he was entitled to drive at the speed 
named, and thereby in some measure freed 
of responsibility if he got into an accident 
while driving at that or a slower rate. In 
general terms it was held that to set a 
maximum rate would give drivers a license 
to drive at that rate, 

Under the regulations now authorized, 
a driver who was hailed into court for 
exceeding the limit would have to show 
that the street and traffic conditions war- 
ranted him in doing so, 

However the new arrangement may 
work out, it has been proposed and the 
necessary power sought and obtained be- 
cause something had to be done if the 
streets are to be made even tolerably free 
of danger. Edmonton's record of street 
fatalities last year was shocking, and con- 
sidering the number of accidents the won- 
der is that fatalities were not even more 
numerous, 

Leaving it to the motorist to decide for

himself what is a safe maximum proved in 
a gruesome way that some motorists are 
incapable of making such a decision. It is 
that minority, not motorists in general, 
who will be affected if the maximum is set 
at a reasonable figure, 


No Time To ‘Trade Horses” 


No one is likely to contend that the 
present government of Canada has car- 
ried on the gigantic undertaking of organ- 
izing the country for war without making 
some mistakes. And no one who knows 
human nature or history will suppose 
there have not been here and there at- 
tempts to take advantage of the situation 
to rob the public treasury. 

No government ever did run a war 
without making blunders, or without find- 
ing out too late that what seemed a fair 
price to pay for property or supplies was 
in reality a swindle. Omniscience is not 
given to ministers even in war-time, and 
Canada does not differ from other coun- 
tries in having among its population a 
percentage of highly talented crooks. 

But the mistakes that have been made 
have been promptly corrected. Where 
conspirators may have “put over” decep- 
tive transactions, both they and their 
methods have gone on the record. In both 
directions the Government has gained in- 
valuable experience. As in private busi- 
ness, errors made and frauds suffered in 
the past are warnings for the future. Govy- 
ernments, like individuals, learn to do by 
doing; and learn what not to do by the 
same process, 

The issue in the election is whether the 
voters will entrust the continuance of the 
war effort, and of the general administra- 
tion of the country, to men whom they 
know and who have the benefit of the ex- 
perience gained during the last five and a 
half months, or will dismiss these for a 
cabinet composed of men not only untried 
but unknown. For while Dr. Manion con- 
tinues to talk about creating a “national” 
government, he has not said where he 
would look for the “best brains,” who he 
thinks have these best brains, nor what 
assurance he has or can give that they 
would do as well as the men now on the 
job even after they had gained the ex- 
perience they must lack at the outset. 

As the Montreal Gazette remarked on 
one historic occasion, the thing ‘doesn’t 


make sense”.

Instead, they asked 
Andrew bBrunhart, special assistant district 

attorney, to get their money. 
LABOR HITS Obtaining written consent from 
NEW HIGH the strikers to act as their agent, 

Brunhart was escorted through 
the picket lines like a conquering hero, saw the 
boss, and turned the money over to the strikers. 
The state for once took the side of picketers. 

This is a far cry from the days in which 
legal pundits tried to show that trade unions, 
and picketing, infringe upon personal liberty 
by making workers part of an organization 
whose collective will may sometimes be opposed 
to the whims of some of its members. It has 
now become an axiom, admitted even by the 
most reactionary, that the rights of labor are 
respected in direct ratio to its power to defend 
them, and that each individual worker by him- 
self is helpless against the greater strength of 
those who control the industrial machine.

The United States may be neutral, but you 
never could persuade 200,000 American families 
to believe that fact. They have become eco- 
nomical derelicts due to a decision by the British 
board of trade to buy its tobacco supplies from 
Turkey instead of America. ‘This is not all. 

The blockade has taken 
ANOTHER CASUALTY away the Central Eurc- 
OF THE WAR pean market from the 

United States which has 
thus seen 91 per cent of its apple exports to 
Europe and 71 per cent of its pear exports 
dwindle away. The war is hitting America’s 
pocket-book. A nation may not be sending 
soldiers to the front, but it cannot really be 
neutral in a war between great powers. 

How does the United tates react to this loss 
of trade? Little resentment is shown at Britain 
for imposing the blockade, or trying to build up 
alternative sources of supply. The American 
people know that the exigencies of war demand 
such action, 

The comment, surprisingly enough, takes a 
different line. Americans want to know what 
good the huge defence program is if it cannot 
really defend America’s economic interests. 

Washington awaits defence estimates which 
amount to nezrly two billion dollars, biggest 
appropriation in peace-time history. An addi- 
tional 75,000 soldiers, sailors and members of the 
National Guard are to be hired. Yet the 200,000 
tobacco-planting families of the south are vic- 
tims of an economic war.

As a result of this heart-searching, the ¢rade 
policies of Corde]! Hull are suddenly receiving 
support from quarters which hitherto have been 
loud in criticism of the Secretary of State. 
These former critics understand that the United

A NEW COURSE nomy may be damaged by

Struggle. It is not enough to have faith that 
the war will consolidate America’s position as 
the world’s creditor nation, Mr, Hull insists 
America must actively pursue a policy of hold- 
ing on to its share of the world’s trade, or pay 
the consequences in bitter economic suffering, 
which will be no less bitter because its advent 
may be delayed for a time. 

Hence, American writers see Sumner Welles’ 
mission to Europe as being as much an economic 
crusade as a diplomatic experiment. Mr. Hull 
laughed at the idea that Welles, one of his 
golden-haired boys, was a new Colonel House 
armed with powers extraordinary to commit 
the United States to far-reaching foreign policies. 
He said the mission was linked closely with 
the domestic needs of the American people. 

Seen in that light, the Welles mission be- 
comes intelligible. It was a little disheartening 
to read Washington notices that Welles was to 
try to find a basis for an early peace. Said 
Robert H. Jackson, the new solicitor-general 
who is being called one of the most brilliant 
young men in America, “It is not for America, 
which is out of the war, to tell the warring 
nations when they should stop.” 

The shade of Colonel House does not hover 
over the White House. The gray head of 
Cordell Hull provides no refuge for either ghosts 
chimeras. He's wise to interfere in 
Europe now, except in a conciliatory manner 
and in response to European advances,

The passing of Ernest A. Howes, Dean of 
Agriculture of the University of Alberta, has 
removed one of the friends of agriculture which 
she can ill-afford to lose at this, or, indeed, at 
any other time. Hon, Duncan Marshall, on his 
recent visit to Winnipeg, said, on hearing of the 
Dean's prolonged illness: 


I never did a better day’s work for Alberta 
than when I invited him to take charge of the 
agricultural school at Vermilion, unless it was 
when I asked him to take the chair of agri- 
culture in the University. 

There are many throughout Alberta who 
will echo that statement, for Dean Howes had 
a keen sympathy with country life and its prob- 
lems and, in addition to a wide friendship 
among the farm folk of Alberta, he had through 
his radio talks a public which extended al! over 
the farming sections of Canada and to many of 
the border states to the south. In later months, 
when he had, through extreme weakness, to 
abandon these talks, they have been greatly 
missed and there have been many inquiries for 
them, Quite recently his book, “A Glimpse 
Backward,” came off the press and placed in 
permanent form a fine pen picture of farm life 
in Ontario in the days of his boyhood, sixty or 
more years ago. Many of his readers hoped 
he might do something of a similar kind for the 
West as he had found it in his mature years, 
but that was not to be. 

Once again the Canadian West has to mourn 
the passing of a man who “dealt justly, loved 
mercy, and walked humbly with God.”—Win- 
nipeg Free Press, 


Canadian Refugee Committee 


Going about its work quietly but effectively 
the Canadian National Committee on Refugees 
has accomplished much in a short period, The 
hand of friendship has been extended gener- 
ously to these unhappy victims of persecution 
and to families utterly dislocated by war. The 
refugees are carefully, chosen from amongst 
Germans, Austrians, Poles and Czecho-Slovak- 
jans. All have proven their detestation of the 
dictator states and the chief religions are equally 
represented. 

Many of these people seeking homes in a 
country of just and liberal laws will prove a 
real asset to the dominion, The majority are 
well educated, possess considerable culture, in 
a number of cases were leaders in business, in 
the arts, in science and scholarship in their own 
countries, Others have brought with them con- 
siderable capital to establish themselves or in- 
vest in Canadian industry. 

The most serious problem confronting the 
committee is the proper settlement of young 
children from three to 13 years of age. They 
are the innocent victims of a hate they cannot 
understand and in England they have received 
most generous treatment, nearly 10,000 having 
been adopted or properly cared for. The Cana- 
dian Committee would like to settle as many as 
possible of such children in the dominion. The 
committee appointed to supervise this work in 
connection with all social] and welfare agencies 
in the country have decided on a preliminary 
campaign to settle in adopted homes at least 100 
children. Besides a grant made by the govern- 
ment, private individuals have contributed 
generously to the movement and more money 
is needed for the children’s transportation and 
for other branches of the work. 

This whole project seems to be deserving of 
hearty support. These children coming of good 
stock, properly placed in good homes in Canada 
should prove a real asset to the country.— 
Ottawa Journal. 


On This Date

Eighty years ago today (Feb. 20, 1860), one of 
the worst disasters in the annals of British- 
Canadian shipping on the eastern coast took 
place. The Hungarian, a new vesse] and the 
pride of the Allan line went on the rocks off 
Cape Sable on Feb, 20, 1860, and not a soul on 
board was saved, 205 perishing. She had a re- 
cord of three consecutive passages in 27 days and 
23 hours, and was on her way to Portland, Maine, 
then the winter port of old Canada, served by 
the Grand Trunk. The winter route of the Allan 
steamers between Liverpool and Portland ran 
westward from Ireland to Cape Race, the south- 
eastern extremity of Newfoundland, thence to 
the water between Sable Island and Nova Scotia, 
the coast of which the steamers skirted for its 
whole length. After getting clear of Cape Sable, 
the southerly point of Nova Scotia, vessels had 
a deep water passage for the rest of the voyage. 

An investigation was held, of course. The 
facts disclosed were few; but it did transpire that 
the captain was noted for a certain dash rather 
than for seamanly prudence. It was said that by 
his skill in shaving sharp corners and scudding 
over shoals and by his recklessness in keeping up 
a head of steam, he converted the slowest of the 
Canadian steamers into the fastest. When the 
news of the disaster reached Montreal there was 
a great display of indignation. Both the Allan 
line and the postmaster-general were condemn- 
ed; in fact the latter was denounced by the lepis- 
ative assembly as particep criminis in the de- 
struction of the lives lost on the Hungarian. An 
investigation was held by a committee of parlia- 
ment, at Quebec, whither the government offices 
had been transferred from Toronto the previous 
May, and the circumstance that there were no 
lighthouses or beacons on the coast of Nova Sco- 
tia, and to the fact that the wrecked vessel was 
of iron, it being solemnly contended that wooden 
vessels were safer than iron ones! The loss of 
the Hungarian and other steamers in the next 
four years led to an amended contract which 
contained provisions for safety rather than speed, 
with the result that the series of disasters was 
ended. As time went on, lights and other marks 
were provided until now the Canadian coast is 
as safe, if not gafer, than that of the eastern 
States,

I have found for the purpose of 
stopping the wheezing is the simple | 
water fast.

desired, 

The heavy breathing will usually | 
vanish in from 12 to 48 hours while | 
the asthmatic is on this water fast, 
and will not reappear if the patient 
is careful] of his diet after the fast 
is ended 

Each day of the fasting regime it 
is advisable to use at least two en- 
emas, taking plain warm water. 

Advanced cases seem to yield 
just as readily to the fasting 
method as those which are just be- 
ginning. In some of the more severe 
cases the wheezing may not stop 
completely from the fast alone, and 
may continue in some slight degree 
for a little time afterward.

Norway Is Reminded 


Of Germany 


’s Repeated 


Neutrality Violations 


LONDON, Feb. 20.—The Daily 
Herald, discussing the action of 
the Royal Navy in rescuing 
British seamen from the Nazi 
prison ship, Altmark, reminded 
Norway today “Germany has been 
continually and flagrantly violat- 
ing your territorial waters.” 

In an editorial in the form of a 
letter, the newspaper asked Nor- 
way how she could fail to remem- 
ber Germany “has killed your sea- 
men and sunk your ships and the 
Ships of other neutrals.” 

SUBS HUG COASTLINE 

“German submarines hug your 
coastline on their way in and out to 
attack British ships,” said the 
paper. “Though we know this well, 
British ships have been scrupulous- 
ly observing international] law. 

“Do you realize that German 
merchant ships are loading iron 
ore at your northern port of 
Narvig and conveying it down 
your coast line te Germany? 
Without this iron, which in winter 
she can get in no other way, Ger- 
many almost certainly could not 
carry on the war, Yet Great 
Britain, with her overwhelmingly 
powerful naval forces, out of re- 
spect for internationa! law, 
allowing this traffic to go on.
